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The Manuscript from which ihe following Clironicle of London has 
been Iranscribed forniB the latter portion of a small parchmcol book ia 
octavo, preserved among the Cottosian Manuscripts (Cleopatra, A, vi,), 
and commences a( folio 54, Il ia written in the old Norman French, and 
from the handwriting appears to hâve been compiled aboat the tniddio of 
the fourtwnth century, but unfortunnlely tio due exista by which the name 
of the writor can be ascertoîned. The period which it embracea ia from 
the 44lb of Henry ill. to the 17tb of Edward in„ and at the commence- 
ment of each yeor are recorded the Dames of the mayors and sheriffs of 
London. 

Tbe following are the principal Maauacripts of which tbe Editor ha» 
svailed himself in making bis Dotes, as more particularly relating to the 
city of London during tbe same period. 

I. The Liber de Antiquis Legibus. This manuscript is the earliest 
volume in the archives of the city of London. It commences at Michaelmas 
1188, and is continucd to the year [27â(I Rie. I. — 1 Edw.I.); and, besides 
other matters of great interest relating to the city, gives tbe names of the 
successive mayors and aheriffa, or the custodes of the city when the constitu- 
tion of the corporation waa suspcnded. A copy, made in the 17th century, 
b prcserved in tbe Harleian Collection of Manuscripts. (MS. Harl. 690.) 
A partial transcript is also in MS. Cantab. Tria. Coll. int«r MSS. Gai. 
O. X. 3. Mr. Hunter in the Appcndix to the last Report of the Record 
Commission, p. 465, has gîven a full description of this Taluable manuscript, 
from a transcript made by ordcr of tbe Commissioners. 

2. Additional MS. No. 5444, in fiaiT. Mus. This manuscript, 



embracing a period of 124 ycars, vîz. from 1195 to 1316 (6 Rie. I. — 
10 Edw. II.), also gives thc dates of thc élection of mayors anil alicriRVi of 
the city of London, and in somc inslances when thcy died. A note in a 
modcrn hand says, " It seems to hâve been a sort of chronicie or registcr of 
ihe more remarkable transactions of the kingdom kcpt by thc town clerk 
or re^ster of the city of London, and to hâve had niany of the particulars 
entercd at the yevy tinie they happened." That tlie compiler, whoever he 
va», had accesa to the best and most authentic information, is obvious. 
Thia manuBcript, itself of modem date, was transcribed from one of the 
Cottonian MSS. (Otho. B. m.) for the use of John Bridges, Esq. The 
original manuacript periehed in thc flamea in 1731. It is similar to the 
Liber de Antiqnis Legibns. Eïtracts from this MS. may be foimd in MS. 
Bibl. Hargrave, No, 179, f. 257. 

It is the intention of the Camden Society to puhlish thèse two valuable 
Manuscripta, to be ediled by Thomas Stapleton, Esq. 

3. MS. Lansdowne, No. 558. The portion of this manuacript relating 
to the city commences at foUo 203, and gives the nomes of the mayors, 
sherifla, aldermcn (with the names of the wards OTcr which they prusided), 
coroners, and chamberlnins of the city from 4 Edw. I, to 14 Edw. II. 
according to the iters made at the Tower of London." 

4. MSS. Harleian 472 and 1049. Thèse t 
description of the armoriai bearings of thc mayors and she 
from the earlicst period to thc eiid of the 17th century. 
by William Smith, Ronge-Dragon. A copy, made by the 
Ï8 in the possession of John Bowyer Nichols, Esq. F.S.A.; 
the collection of Thomas Willcmeot, Esq. F.S.A. 

5. MS. Ahundel, No. xix. in Coll. Arm. This n 
tains one of those chronicles of London which it was usual for the more 
intelligent citizens to keep in the 15th century. It îs a parchment book in 
folio, and waa once the property of Robert Hare, a diligent antiquary of the 
16th century, whose MS. collections are partly in the lîbrary of the Collège 
of Arms, and partly in that of Caius Collège, Cambridge. Thc first part 
conUuns the succession of aheriffa and provosts from the beginning of the

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relgn of William Rufua, of vardens and baiUt^ from Richard 1., and 
then thc " meyera " and " the shireves of London " from the aame time 
to 1465. The three last leaves contain a continuation of the mayor» and 
Bheriffs from 1461 to 1475, with additions as for as 1533, perhaps by 
" Jbon Wrygtynton," who has written his name at the beginniug of the 
book, as it appeara nhen reveraed. The same hand bas writl«p hîstorical 
notes, from 1421 to 15S2, beneath several pages of the chronicle.* 

A désire to render the following pages more attractive to the gênerai 
reader, hag iuduced the editor to inaert more copions notes thon wai 
perhaps required, but this will be readily excuscd aa the MS- is written in a 
lauguage aomewhat difficnlt to be generally understood. 

The period at which thîa chronicle commences was one of the most event- 
ftil ia the annals of history. Through the wara belween Henry III. and 
the turbulent barons, London at tbîa time wag dîvided into two parties ; 
the aldermen and the principal citizens were devoted to the King, but tho 
mayor and tliu populace openly dc-clared for the Borona. The consé- 
quences lo the city amidst the distractions of this unfortunale reign mny easily 
be imagincd ; and to particularizc at any leugth ail the nunierous eilor- 
tions ond oppressions inllicted by Henry would occupy too much space. Falso 
charges were repeatedly made agaînst the cltizens, for the purpose of exacting 
money ;-|- exorbitant sums were demanded for purchasing the king's good will 
and for the granting of charters, no less than nine of which were, at vorious 
times, aîgned by thc king ; though, except in a. few trivial particulars, they 
were merely confirmatory of ancient right^ and privilèges which had becn 
confeired and enjoyed before. Indeed, the very fact of tbeae numcrous 
confinnatioQB clearly shews the want of ail principlcs of justice and rcgular 
govemmcnt. It waa a govemmenl under whîch, as is justly observed by 
Kume, " lawB seemed to loge their validity unlcss often renewed." On 
frivolous pret«nces ihe liberties of the city were seized upon by the king'a 
ministcrs, and a ciistos appointed, the mayors and principal citizens were 
impriaoned and degroded, and forced to pay large sums for their ransoms ; 
the citizcns ail the vrhile protcsting against any arbitrary inquisitions upon

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the chargées airect«d to be made agftinst them, and demant^Dg to be tricd hy 
jury and ihe laws and custnma of the city.» TalUagCB wero employed at 
discrétion, aiid wilh or without a pretence ; tliough tiis tax was ouly 
legally demandable from demesne tenants, whïch the citîzens clearly 
were not. No occasïuti, says Matthew Paris, was suffered to pass by, 
however ridiculous, for soliciting présent» ; and if any refused they 
did not fuil to be rcminded of the omission. In short, schemes of ÏMggiag, 
borrowing, and pillaglng, were carried on with suc h unrcniittîng 
zeal and asitiduity, that the citizens, never cordially affected to Henry 'h 
govemment, at last contmcted such a thorough hatred of that nionarch, 
■nd indignation at bîs measures, that Ihey never ceased, throughout the 
troubles of his reign, to rendiT the most active assistance to tbose barons 
who werc leagued ^laînst him, until at last the nation was released from 
the heavy burthen of ita monarch liy bis death.f 

On Edward 1,'b accession lo the throne, bis first care was to adjust 
upoD a 6rm basis the shattcred constitution, and thoroughly to revise tfae 
civil administration of the realin ; improvements so great, that they bave 
justly gained Edward the title of the English Justinian. To revert, how- 
ever, more particukrly to the city of London, Edward, it appcars, af^r 
lus retum from Palestine, thought it requisitc, by way of showing hts 
détermination to rcpresa the disgraccful disorders whicb had been so com- 
mon in the preceding reîgn, and untîl some violent dissensions which faad 
arisen abont the choice of a mayor could be appcased, instantly to appoint 
a cuBtoB over the city.J Having manifpsted by this rigoroua measnre what 
bis resolution was, upon the élection being finally decided, he restored 
lo the citiiens their franchi8e.§ The city incurred ibe king's displea- 
Eurc through the behaviour of Sir Gregory de RokesIcy,{| in consequcnco 
of which Ihe king agûn seized the franchise into his own hands, and 
appointed a custos, and a period of more ihan Iwclve years elapsed bcfore 
the city liberties were restored, and then not without the payment of a lai^ 
fine for the concession.^ The city, liowcvcr, was never aflerwards in thÎB

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reign inolesled in îts rights. The reign of Edward I. it îs sald, mort b© 
viewed ta the transition cra, at thc close of nhich we enter into the second 
periad of the history of the city.* 

The sceptre vas now transmitted from the powerful hand of Edward to 
thaï of his feeble-roindcd son Edward II. Throughout the troubled for- 
tunes of this unhappy tnonarch thc city seeiiis lo hâve cxperienced the 
most suddeu changes of favour and persécution, accordiug as his mo- 
ments of fear or exultation predominated ; and îf a charter of confirmation 
or protection waa grnntcd at onc titne it was sure tu be violated at onother, 
on an emergency occurriiigr when such violation appeared safe or profitable. 
The citizens submitted to various eiactions in the way of forccd loans and 
benevolcnces, in order lo préserve theîr privilège» from yet greater viola- 
tion, by uiijtist tallioges, and other imposition». On the nhole, however, 
we may judge from' the cîrcumstance of the city having been, on an occa- 
sion of a gênerai conscription, reqtûrcd to provide five tinies more nien 
than any other city, that ita relative wealth and influence had rïsen to a vcry 
high ascendancy.f 

The reign of Edward III. began with the most auspicions indications of 
royal regard and protection ; for in the very first year an important charter 
was granted, not only confirming in the moat ample manncr tho»e of his 
predecessora, hut adding many immunities of peculiar value to the citixeoB.^ 
The chronicle durîng this reign is chîefly taken up with accounts of the 
king's wars abroad. 

The city of London, properly so called, consisted of that part anciently 
wilhin the walh, together with that termed the Liberltet, which imme- 
diately surround them. The Libertics arc ÎDCompassed hy an irregular 
Une, called the Line nf Séparation, which is the boundary line between 
them and the countv of Middlesex. Their superficial extent does not exceed 
three hundrod acres ; their boundarica are marked by the Bar», which 
formerly consisled of posta and chains, but are now marked by lofty stone 
olKliak», bearing the city arms, which may be seen — eastward, in White- 
chapel, the Minortes, and Itishopsgate Street ; northward, in GoawcU Street, 
at the end of Fan AUey, and iu St. John 's Street ; and westward, at Middle

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Row, Holbora ; while at the western end of Fleet Street thc boundsry is 
the ttoae gatewsy called Temple Bar.* 

The dty of I.ondon (as wcU London within the walls aa tbe libertïes witb- 
out thc vnlls) has been divided from time immémorial înto wards, bearing 
nearly thc same relation lo the city ihat the hundred anciently did to the shire. 
Each ward îs for certain purposea a distinct jurisdiction. The organizatioii 
of the exiating municipal constitution of the city U, and bas always been, 
as far as eau be traced, entirely founded upon the ward System. Tbe 
immbcr of wards, which in 1285 haa been stated to bave been twenty-four, 
waa, by the division of Farringdon Ward into two wards in the 17th of 
Itichard II. augmented to twenty-firc ; and when, tn 1550, the liberties of 
the borough of Southwark were granted lo the city, tbey were constitutcd 
a tweoty-sixth ward, by the uamc of Bridge Ward Without f ; and this 
niimber has contïnued cver sjnce. Of thèse wards, exclusively of the last- 
mentioned, Uiirteen are on the east, and twelve on the west, side of Wal- 
brook, and are subdivided into several precincts, each of whicb retums one 
common councilman ; tbe total nuniber of precincts being two hundred and 
thirty-sii. 

London is not mentioned in Doniesday ; but the charter of William the 
Conqueror, granted some time prcvions to the year 1070, recognises the 
city os a Bubsisting commuiiity. The charter b addressed to the Biahop 
" William," and to the Porlgerefa, or chief magistrale, afterwards the 
inayor, and to ail the liurhaaran, the burghers of the city, 

The style of the corporation of the city of London bas been much varied 
at différent periods. The mcmbers composing it are designated as ihe port- 
gcrcfa and burhwaras or burghers ; citiïcns of London ; citiïena of tbe city of 
Lundou : men of London ; barons and citiïens of London ; barons of 
London ; the king's barons of the city of London ; mayor and citîzens of 
London ; mayor and conununïlos of the city of London ; mayor and men of

the city oF LondoQ ; mayor, aldermeD, and other citizeiiB ; raayor, ddermea, 
and communitas ; mayor, sherifTa, and commonalty : aod lastly, mayor and 
Commonalty and cîtizens : nhich la£t Ïb the style now employed. 

The entire ciTil goverament of London b vested, by siiccesaive churtcrg 
of the English sovereigns, in its ùwn corporation, or body of citizens ; con- 
finned, for tbe last time, by a charter pasaed in tha 23d of George II. As 
then settled the corporation consista of the lord mayor, tweiity-six aldermen, 
two sheriSs for London and Middleseï conjointly, the common council-mcn 
of tbe several wards, and the IJvery ; assïstcd by a recorder, chamberlain, 
common aerjeant, comptroller, city remembrancer, town clerk, and yarioiu 
other officera. 

Richard I^ ère his departure from his kingdom in 1191, ia ftaid to hâve 
bcstoned upoQ the city of London the honourable privilège of b^ng under 
the )i;ovemment of a mayor, instead of a portreeve as heretoforc. It Js, 
bowever, more probable that thia waa rather the confirmation of a choice 
mode by the citizens fViU two yeara before ; since the clcction of Henry 
Fitz-Alwyn, the draper of London Stone, as mayor, is alwaya reprcaented 
in the city recorda as having taken place in 1189. Before thii period the 
fnnctions of the mayor were executed by the portreve, portgrave, meaning 
aheriff of the port, alao called provost or bailiff. Stowe sajs the word 
portgrave ia a Saxon word ; " Port aignifying a city, grave in the Saion or 
Teutonic or Alniain longue cornet, a count or earl ; gounding the earl of the 
city. Whence the honour due to a count, as weH in the king'a présence as 
elsewhere in London. waa due to thia chief ofScer while he was in his office ; 
and thence is the reoson of the svrord heing carried before him."* 

The mayoralty was firat given in ferma to the ciUzens by the fifth charter 
of King John, dated 9th of May, in the 16th year of bis reign. He is said 
to hâve been ever asaiduoua in courting the attachment of the Londoners, 
lioping to find in them a firm bulwark agoiiist the încroachmenta of bis pa- 
triotic barons. The city reccived at liîs hands no less than five charters 
confirmatory of theîr former privilèges, and mémorable for the restoration of 
the aheriaWick, as well as for the firat spécifie grant of the mayoralty ; righls

Notwithstonding that the citiïeng had the free élection of the mayorolly 
g^ranted them by Ihe charterB of King John and Henry III. yet we find in- 
stances of the mayor being appoïuted by the king, without Buch élection. 
In 14 Edw. II. the mayoralty being then in tlie king's hands, per conti- 
derationem curi/e, that is, on a juilgment given in the king's court, he 
constituted Sir Robert de Kendall to do and exécute ail thîngs appertaining 
to the office of mayoralty. AIso in the I7th year of the same reign, the 
office of the mayoralty being in the king's bonds for certain causes, the 
king by his writ cnmmittcd it to Nicholas Farindoa during pleasure, and 
comnianded the aldemien, &c. to be obedicnt to him as niayor.-|- 

When ihc city fell iiader the king's dïspleaaure, and the mayor was re- 
moved, a custos or aeneachal was gcnerally appointed, not however for a year 
or any set time, but mercly during the king's pleasure. In 1263, whcn 
the city lost ils IJberties, and the mayor and |)rincipal cïtîzens were impri- 
soned for fortifying the city in favour of Ihc luirons, tbe king ajipointed 
Sir Hugh Fiti Otho as eustos of the city, undyr the appellation of 
seneschal.^ After a lapse of four years, during nhich period several cui- 
todes were appointed, § the city finally recovereditsliherties througbtheinler- 
ceasion of Prince Edward, and again elected thcir mayors until in the year

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1285, when Sr Gregory de Rokesley, the then mayor, refiising to appear at 
the Tower heforetheking's justices, conceivinghimself notbound togo out of 
Ihe city, the mayoralty together with thelibertiesof theciiy wereagain seized 
iato the king's hands ; and, aiïer the city hnd been aome months without a 
mayor. Sir Ralph de Sandwich and Sir John le Breton • were appointed 
custodes.f nho conlinued in that office until 1298, nhen Henry Waleis was 
elected and ierred as mayor, and aSter him Elias Russell for the two follow- 
ing years. i In 1:232, Sîr John Blouut is said to hâve bccn appointed 
custos, althougb called mayor in the ehronicle, and he continued to hold the 
office until 1306, when, upon his accompanyiDg the king's son ta the wars, 
four custodes were, in obédience to the king's conimand, choscn by the city. 
In 1 Edw. IL the same Sir John Blount was ogain appointed cuatos ; but 
from that year downward, except in 1391, (15 Hîc. II.) when the mayor of 
London, incurring the king's displeasure, nai sent a priaoner to Windsor 
Caatle, and a custoa appointed, the ofBce of mayor has continued in constant 
succession, only the élection appears sometiines to hâve been guided by the 
king's nomination. In 1336 Edward III. by his charter granted (inter 
alia) that the liberties and frauchiaes of the city should not af^r that time 
be aeized into the kîng's hands for any otber cause but treaaon and rébellion 
ahewed by the whole city.^ 

In the year 1354, Edward III. granted to the cîty the right of having 
gold and silver maces, " silvered or gamiahed." carried beforc thcir principal 
ofiBeers, and it waa probably at tbia period ihat their chief magiatrate was en- 
litled " Lord Mayor ;" a conjectun: which receives corroboration from the 
circumatance of that oScer beingraled as an earl iioder the levies of the 
capitation tax in 1379 : at the same time the aldermen were rated as ba- 
roiM-ll It may be as well to observe that the mayor and chamberlain were 
fonnerly one and the same person, as we find that Sir Gregory de Rokesley,

It aUo appears that ihe niayor aupplied 
theofficeofcoroner. under thenameof cliomberlain ofthecity.» In 12 Edw. 
H. it WDB directed by lettera patent that the Chamberlain should be appointed 
by the comnionalty of the city, and be removed according to the wîU of 
the same conunonalty. 

The next title of dignity in the city, ealderman or alderman, is of Saxon 
origin. They are properly llie subordinate govemors of tht'ir resptctiTe 
wards nnder the lord raayor'a jurisdiction ; and originally heîd their alder- 
inanries eilher by inheritancc or purchase ; at which rime the wards 
chaaged their naraes as oflen as their govemors or aldermen.f 

There is no trace whon Ihe term aldennan was first applied to the pré- 
sidents of the Loniion gilds î or wards ; the probability ia, that it waa 
întroduced aAer ihe conquest. The dénomination was conunon in the 
Saxon times to various judicîal di^îties and offîcers, from the highest ta 
the loweat rank, but there is no record of it as applied to the heads of 
particular district» in London during that period. l'hère is reason to 
believc that, although Fabyan aascrta that they were 6rst chosen in the 
twenty-Gfth yeor of Henry III-, the appellation was used in that sensé 
during the reign of Henry H, Alfred, we find, appointed one alderman 
to hâve jurisdictiou over ail London.^ In Athelstane's reign, the aldermen 
are not mentioncd amongst the ci vie authorities who met for the purpose of 
passing jienal régulations for the good govemment of the city. Neither the 
Conqucror nor any of his immédiate fiucceisors mention theia in the early 
charters ; but we find the présidents of tocs (an ancîent narae for the ward 
jurisdiction) called in Henry I.'s charter baront. Perhaps the earliest

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mention by name of thèse functionariea (for it ïs possible that tbey are the 
barons noticed in the cbarter of Henry I. ) is fouud in thc volume entitled, 
" De Antiquis LegibiiB," consîdered as auibority, and containing various his- 
torical entries conceming or noticiag thc aMevmeu. Tbey are first raentîoned 
in the reign of Henry II. as presiding over gilds, some of which were terri- 
torial, and otbera mercantile." In the reign of Henry III. aldertnanrie» 
had becomc a eommon terni for a civic district comprised within a leet 
juriadiction, as well in London as in other cities. The aldermen continued 
to be annually elected until 28 Edw. III. whon an ordinance was passed by 
the King in council to render thein irremovcable without cause, a. régulation 
wfaich waa afterwards establishetl on a more légal basis by a statute passed 
in 17 Rie. II. and which bas ever aince continued. They constitute a 
second part of the city législature nben assembled in a corporate capacity ; 
and exercise an executive power in their respective warda.f 

The office of sheriff, i. e. tkîre-rere, govemor of the shire or county, ia 
an office of great antiquity, trust, and authority. The Sheriffa were formerly 
cailed bailiffs, and were judges of themaelves in their courts of personal 
pleas. In the hustings they were not judges alone, but aiso eiecutors.I 
The lord mayor and citizens of London hâve the ahrievalty of London and 
Middlesex in tee by charter,§ and two sheriffs are annually elected by 
them, for whom they are to be anawerable.H 

Of tbe officers asaociated witb the corporation in thc city govemment, 
the principal îs the recorder ; the Chamberlain, common serjeant, town elerk, 
ci^ comptrolter, and city remembrancer are oext in rauk. Tbcîr duties 
wil! generally be sufficiently indicated by their désignations. There are 
varioua other inferior city officers. 

The foUowing description of old London and bcr inhabitants, during the 
period embraccd by the chronicle, an era in every respect as important as 
any in our annals, may not be thought unintercsting : —

tury would approach the outer barrier of the city, which marked tho extent 
of its libertîes ; and which, from the adjoinîng magnificent house of the 
Templara, was named Temple Bar. Paaaing thia harrier, which from the 
tiame constantly used iit old documents seema to haTe been roercly a bar, he 
would enter Fleet Street, at this period ooi devot«d to any particular trade, 
but abomiding in shopa, and surrounded hy a populoua neighbourhood ; 
then, passing on the right hand the noble convent of the White Friars, he 
approached, not a broad street, but a riïcr, tolerably broad, and with a very 
rapid currcnt, from whcnce was dcrived ita name, the Fleet,t and which at 
thÎB period waa crowded with small TCBsela laden chiefly with lime and char- 
coal, and bound to the wharfs which extended ns far as Battle Bridge, now 
called King'a Cross. Crossing Fleet Bridge, he would now enter Ludgate 
Street ; and, passing on the right hand the large convent of the Black- 
friars, whose fine gardena extended down to the Thamea, he crossed the 
draw-bridge tliat apanned the widc city ditch, and, passing beneath King 
Lud's gâte, entered the cîty. There the wide atreet of Ludgate opened 
to his view the weat front of London's chief omoment. St. Paul's church. 
Quitting thia noble atructure, and paaaing atong the church-yard, which waa

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open for paMengers during the day, the specUtor would enter the " West- 
Chepe," a wide and almost trianjçular area, formpd by the atreet now called 
Cheapside ; and a Seld named in old records the Crownsîld, whïch seema 
to hâve eitended along the southem sidc near the top, and also included 
part of what ïs now PaternoBter Kow. In the midst of tfais vacant space 
slood the Standard, an ancient ntone crosa ; and aroiind it were ata.nds, where 
the sellers of fish and Tegetables, and the bulchere from the neighbouring' 
ahambles, in blue frocks, and holding pule-axes, sold theirwares;* whîle 
the hoiues and shops that surrounded this market-place were inhabîteil by the 
goldsmiths, the pepperers, the mercer», and the linen-armourers. Allhouf^h 
the sfaops were unglaKed, and the expeusive fittinga-up of modem times 
iinknown, still West-Chepe, even at this period, is saîd to bave presentcd a 
aplendid appearance.t Procecdîng eaatward along West-Chepe, the grace- 
ful cross of Queen Alianor, at the top of Wood Street, appeared ; then the 
handaome church of St. Maiy-le-Bow ; and lower, on the opposite side, the 
chapol of St. Thomas of Acons ; and further on, Seme'B-tower.J On 
. the site of the présent Mansion-bouse was the Stocks-market, a smallcr 
and inferior market to that of West-Chepc ; and beyond, Combîll, for 
centuries the mart for clothing and hoiiaehold furniture, from the conve- 
nience of ita situation to the bmziers of Lothbury, the greut manufacturera 
of kitchen utensiU, and the tailora and linen-armourera of Coleman

Tbe second road through the city seema to hâve been the only 
way in Saxon timea ; it led along Old Fish Street, where, untîl the 14th 
century, the chief fish-market was held, along Watheling Street, passmg 
Tower Royal • into Candlewick Street, for so many centuries the résidence 
of the wealthy drapers, who seem to bave been bound bj strong ties to a 
spot placed beneath the protection of theîr palroness St. Mary Dothaw, and 
close besidc the highly valued " London Stone," f Neit was Easlcheap, 
tbe old Saxon market, celebrated from the lime of Rtz-Slephen to the

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days of Lydgate, for the abundaoce and variety of the provisions sold there. 
TTiis sljppt commuDÎcaled witli New Fisli Street, wbere at tliis period a 
very large market, both for freah and sali fisL, was heid, and which Joined 
the bridge, which al ihis time, and for centuries i^^r, was thîckly crowded 
with bouses. The more castern parts of the city never seem to hâve been 
remarkable for trade. A lai^ number of foreigners, basket makers, and 
wire drawers, were about this time, according to Stowe, located in Btancbe- 
Appteton Court, near Leadenhall Street; and we also find that many 
KTtiaans, employed in the inferior trades, dwelt round about. At the east 
end of the city was the Tower, called by Fitz-Slephen tho " Palatine Tower." 

But if the eastern part of London could not vie in wealth and importance 
with West-Chepe, in the number and splendeur of its conventual estab- 
lishments it yielded to none. Tlie priory of the Holy Trinity, founded 
by quecn Maud, conaort of Hen. 1. in tbe year 1108, for canons regular of 
tbe order of St. Augustin, and said to be the weaiihiest in England, stood 
jost within Aldgate ; not ftir distant was the house of the nuns of St. Clare, 
brought into England by lilauche Queen of Navarre, who was wife to 
Ëdmuiid Ëarl of Lancaster, Loicester, and Derby, about A.D. 1293 ; 
and near that the convent of the " Fratres Sancti Crucis," whicb bas given 
its name to Crutched Friars ; and the abbey founded by King Edward UT, 
of St. Mary of Grâce, near the Tower, after he had encountcred a tempest 
at sea. In Bîahopsgate Street was the prîory of the uuns of St. Helen ; 
on tbe «it« of Spital&elds Chiirch was the great bospital of St. Mary 
Spital, founded by Waltcr Brune, citizen of London, and Rosia bis wife, 
in 1335 ; while just withjnside the city wall rose the equally noble 
foundation of Simon Fitï-Mary, eherilFof London in 1246, the bospital or 
priory of St. Mary of Bethlcbem, afterwards converted ïnto a house or 
bospital for the réception of lunatics. 

Retuming to the fool of the bridge, M the west, close by the water-side, 
the stockfishmongers had their dwellinga ; close beside, wcre the large ware- 
bouses, and stone hall, and tall watch-tower, of the merchanls of the Steel- 
yard ;* neit, the stately mansiou of Cotd Harbour ; and then the great 
stone bouses of tbe merchants of the Vintry, and their eMensive quay, 
crowded with shipping ; further on, Quecnhitbe, a large public wharf for

wall arow two well fortifîed castlea, Bavnard's Castle and tbe Tower of 
MontSchet.* Beyond wcre the gardées of ihe Blatkfriars couvent, the 
moutb of the Fleet, the apeient palace of Bridewell, an occasîonol royal re- 
■idence even from the Conqueet, and the gardes of tbe Whitefrinra and tlie 
Temple. The wcsWm lîbertiea of the city seem to hâve been Tery populous. 
Tbe Hpace between Fleet Street and Holboni was inbabited chiefiy by 
■mitbs and tanncrs; on each side of the river Fleet nere the wharfs of the 
lîme-humers, and dealers in charcoal and aea-coal.t The butcbers dwelt 
nearly on the site of Newgate Market : and tumers of beads, and scribes, 
bolh in the neigbbourhood of Chancery Lane and of Paternostcr Uow. 

Like tbe north-eastem, the north-western quarter was crowdcd wîth 
religions bouses. On the spot nhere tbat most excellent establishment 
Christ's Hospital now slands, was tbe noble and ricbly-endoned bouse 
of the Grey Friars, witb its splendid church, inferior in size and grandeur 
to the metropolitan calhedral alone, beneath whose lofly and fretted roof 
four queens, J and other persons of ranlt almost iuuumerable, reposcd amid

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the escntclieoned pomp of departt-i] grealness, Near it ihe weallhy priory 
and hospital of St. Barlholomew, foundcd by the pious Itohure, nnd endowed 
by the virtuous Queen Maud ; and, juat beyond, tlie munificence of Sir 
Walter Manny, a few years after, founded the Carthusinn Priory, which 
now beara the name of the Charter House. To the north, just within tha 
city gale, was the Saxon fouiidation of SU Martin' s, well naincd "le Grand," 
from itB large and ahundant privilèges. Wichuutside the gâte was th? 
mansion of Ihe Duke of Brîtany, which has gîven ils name to Little Britaïn ; 
«'bile from thence to the wide nioor of Finsbury the numerous streets and 
alleys were occupied by the lower orders of artificers — curriers, bowyera, and 
bowBtring makers. 

Such waaLondon — the "lady of thekingdoms" — the modem Tyre, during 
the fourttenth century ; and îf it raight ecarcely be recognised by the in- 
habitants of tho présent day, far leas would ils suburba. To the west and 
the north nidc tracts of forest land, covering that large space on which în 
late years a complète town bas been built ; to the cast a succession of moors 
and grecn marshcs ; whilc, ncarer at bond, there was the stately palace of 
WestBiinater, rising from the water's edge, with the adjoining consent and 
abbey, standing almost alone. Tben the hermitage of Charing, looking 
loward the noble mansion of the Archbïshop of York, non Uliîtehall (* and 
the Leper Houae of St. Gilea, literally " in the Ëcids," and the simple church 
of St. Martin, with its equally appropriate tille, and the meadow land, and 
gentle elopea, intersected by the rapid Flect, which extended from St. Gilea- 
in-the-Fielda to the £lm-trces, on the western side of Sroithfield. Due 
northward arose ihe slately mansion of the Kniglits of St. John, a palace of 
sîze and splendour, nnd beaide it tlic priory of the nmis of Clerkenvell, 
founded A. D. 1 100 by Jordan Briset, a knight or baron. Beyond, the Utile

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villsge of leeldune (IsUngton) peeped from the surroundin^ woods ■ manr, 
but more to the east, waa the villa^ of Hochestone (Hoxton). amid com- 
fielde and wmdmîlls ; then the green inoorlands of Finsburie, with the holjr 
well of St. Agnes, and, close adjoining, the priory of ibe nims of Haliwell, 
founded before U27 by Roger Fitz-Gelmn. From hence the eye ranged 
over nide tracts of meadon laiid to the grey tower of the distant chureh of 
Stibeohede (Stepney), while the masBive keep of the Totier and the spires 
of St. Katharine closed the view. AUhough each successive génération 
brought altérations, there were comparatîvely few important additions for fiill 
Iwo centuries, During the fifteenth the érection of Guildtiall, which untîl 
thcn wiLs a mean and low building, in Aldermanbury, (a site knovm by 
tbat name in the year 1 1S9) ; the opening of Moorgate, and the pianting of 
Mooriields ; the building of many of the city companies' halls, and that 
bcautifui row of housea whïch extended along the upper south aide of West- 
chcpe, between Bread Street and the Cross, called " Goldsmiths'-row," built 
hy ITiomas Wood, giildsmith, and sheriff in 1491, were the chief Jmprove- 
menls. In the following ccntury London fell far below her ancient splen- 
Hirtir ; and the fire of London in the seventeenth only compleled the nûn 
which the sixteenth century had begun. 

The foUowing slight sketch of some of the principal Companies wîU 
enable us to judge, in some measnre, of the citent of our early com- 



The first amoog the eity gilds, which from tlie reign of Edward III. came 
to bc called Livery Companies, in conséquence oftheirassumingadistinctive 
dresB or livery, were the Pepperers of Soper's Lane, the most wealthy aud 
enterpriaing of the London merchants, Although not incorporated unlil 
the reign of Edward III. when they changed their name to that of " Grocers," 
the gild was certainly in existence long before, as the Pepperers are men- 
tioned as a fratemity among the gilds amerced in the reïgn of Henry II. for 
being ndulterine, that is, set up without the king's spécial licence. Holf a 
century later we find the Pepperers fiUing the first civic offices. Their 
chicf places of résidence were Soper's Lane, now Queen Sireel, aud West- 
chepe i ond evcn after the rise of the Mercers, wbo, toward the close of this 
centiiry, (1393,) monopolised the silk trade, the Grocers, bs importera of 
«piccs uid dry-»altery, continued to number among their fralernity the most 
illustrions tnert-hants of London. Although the antiquitv of the Mercers as 



& nietropolitan gild may be traced back at least tu 1 1 72, it was not until the 
fifteenth ccnlury tbat they took their station among tbe merchoots ; and, 
from being tlie mère retailcrs of tbe more costly and délicate wares of the 
Groccrs, outstrijiped them in their career of enterpriae, and became the first 
dty Company. 

Supcrîor in antiquîty and next in importance, the dealers in the manufac- 
tured Btaples of England, the Drapers, may be placed. AUhough not 
incorporated in their prciient form unttl 1439, atill they must bave existod 
as a gild evcn from Saxon times. The very site chosen by thèse cloth- 
merchants shows their antiquity, for it was in the most important quartct 
of Sanon London, Caadlewyck Street, the ancient high road through the 
city. The ârst mayor of London, he whom the citîzeiis dcclarcdshould alone 
nile over them, was Henry Fitï-Alwyn, of " lA>ndenestanc," the draper, a 
person noble by birtb. The Drapers hâve the honour to reckon the founders 
of severa! noble familles amongst their mcmbers, and more lord mayors than 
any of the olber companies. 

The gild of the Goldsmiths was iacorporated in 1327 ; but, lîkc the 
preceding companies, it had been in existence long before. Tbe ■' GiUa 
Auri-fahrorvm" was one oftho heaviest amerced amongst tbe adultérine 
gilds in the reign of Henrj' 11,^ — a proof at once of its wealth and antiquity. 
At tbe beginning of the fourteentb century the Goldsmiths appcar to havti 
been very numerous and wealthy ; while in tbeir naraes, Flael, (who held 
in demeanethe «ard of Aldersgatc.) Frowyk, Furendonc, Rokesley, we find 
proofs of their Saxon origin. Their résidences were in the upper part of 
West-chepo and the lanea and streets adjoining. The charter of Edward t)ie 
Third, in 1337, affords some curious particulars of this ancient craft. It 
is tbere strictly enjoined ihat no sbop for plate or jewellery shall be kept 
■ave in Chepe. 

Iii viewing those companies, which may be strictty termed mercantile, the 
fratemity ancienllydenominated MerchantWine-tonnersof Gascoyne — those 
prineely importers of the wines of France, whose libéral lûd was so freely 
given to Edward tlic Third, and wliose names during the fourteenth cen- 
tury rank so high among the city worthies — claim the next place. Of a 
later incorporation than the other companies, their rise is soid to hâve bceu 
more rapid than any. This fratumity was divided înto two classes, vii. 
the " vinetarii " and the " tabemarU ; " the former whereof were raerchant 
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importers, aud occupied the stately stonc houses beside their wharfs at 
the Vintry, exchanging the salttd fish and the cloth of England for the 
produce of the vineyards of France ; the latter, retailers, who either kept 
lavema or cellars, were to he found in every part of London, sclling their 
G&acoigny wines, according to Stone, at fourpencc a gallon and Rheuiah at 
sixpence. Froro the names of their chief merchants — Adrian, Picard, de 
Valoys, I.yoQs — it is probable that they were mostly of Norman, aod in 
some instances of Poitevin, extraction. 

Of iDore genuine English pareatage, but equal in wcalth and enterprise, 
were the Fishmongers, the importers and wholesale dealers in botb freah 
and sait fish. Their first charter is said to date aa early as the I7th of 
Edward I. but, like the preceding gilds, they boaated a far higher antiquity, 
and we find that they were among those amerced in the reign of Henry H. 
lit 1384 the dealers in fish consieted of two communities, the Fishmongers 
and Stock Ëshmongprs : the former were incorporated by patent in 1433, 
and the latter in 1509. This division, however, proving prejudicial to 
the trade in général, they were united and incorporated by letters patent 
grantedby Henry VIII. in 1536, by the appellation of" The Wardemand 
Commonally of the M^stery of Fiifiniongers of the City of London.'' 
The i-icinity of Old Fiah Street, and of New Fish Street, were their phices of 
résidence.» The Fishmongers" Company isfamoua for havînghadthirty-eight 
mayors of the city of London, besides rêverai of the moat considérable and 
emùient merchanta free of it ; one of whom, Sir William Walworth, is 
recorded in hislory for his bravery in destroyîng wilh his own haud the 
rebel, Wat Tyler. 

The Skinners and the Merchant-Taylorsboth received charters in the Ist 
of Edward III., and appcar, although not equal in wealth and importance to 
the preceding companies, to hâve been large and influentlal fratemiciea. As 
a Company the Skinner» yield to few iii point of antiquity. lu 1393 the 
Skinners, who had previously been divided into two brotherhooda, one ut St. 
Mory Spilal, the other at St. Mary Bethlem, were united by Richard II. 
They then, and long afterwards, chiefly resided in the neighbouring parish

The Merehant-Taylors' Company, ancîently denominated " Tailors and 
Linen-Armourers," though not the first In city precedence, ranks more 
royal and noble personages amongst îts mcmbers than any other conipony. 
(See Herbert's Livcry Companies.} 

It were greatly to be wished that ve could obtain BOwe glimpses of the 
esery-day life of thèse fathers of our coramerce. That they took no degraded 
place in the social coromunity is évident from theïr assuming armoriât 
bearings, from knighthood being sa fre<]Uent!y best4>wed on them, and from 
their magnificent housekeeping. Although we can discover few vestiges of 
the bouses which they inhabitcd, yet from the accounts we possess they 
Beem U> bave bcen noble mansions. The cellarage yet remaining beneath 
Gerard's Hall, the mansion of the De Gisors, proves it to bave been a large 
and noble building ; the stately house of the wealthy draper. Sir John 
Pounteney, Cold Harbour, became aftcr his dealh the town résidence ofthe 
EarU of Hereford, and is now the Collège of Arma ; Daahighall Street de- 
rives ita name from Sajtfig» Haugh, or Hall, tlic mansion house of the 
renowned and ancient famîly of the Itaaîngs. That in theïr estcnaive mau. 
aions tbese princcly citïzena were served " righl royally," we hâve no 
reason to doubt. (Sec Sir Francis Palgrave's " Antient Kalendars and 
Inventories of the Excbequer," vol. iii. p. 219.)

He wu aftfrwiwd*, on May 12, 1343, rreated prince of Wale»,uid 
lavuled wiUi a coR>uet,a gold ring, and a aiU-er rod. (Kot. Cart. 17 Edw. III. m. 24. n.27.) 
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P. 22. The following account of the aevere punisbinents inflicted on Sir 
Thomas Wejland and several olhers of the king's judgea, Js taken from flie 
Parliamentary Wrils, vol. i. p. 14 noie, &nd other aulhorities. 

" Proclamation was made that ail wha had any complaints against the 
king's justiciara, ministcrs, or boiliffs, of injuries done to the people whiist 
\>e was out of the kîngdom, ahould prefer them in pcrson before the parlta- 
ment which had been aummoned to meet at Loodon on the feast of St. 
Hilary, In conséquence of this proceeding-, it appears that the tnith of the 
allégations of the complainte was ascertaïned in the usual manner, viz. by 
an inquest of twelve men ; and by this inqueat Tkointu de Weytand, the 
chief justice of the common bench, was found guilty of having caused a 
murder ta be commîtted by one of bîs squires, and of having harboured 
the ranrderers. Sir Thomas, who was in subdeacon's orders, and who had 
aiso received kniglilhood, eacaped from the otficers by whom be was arrested, 
and fled to the monastçry of tbc Minor Friars at Bury St. Edmund's, whcre 
be was allowed to take the habit of the order. Afler forty days had elapsed, 
be refîiscd to quit his sanctuary ; upon whicb the > laity,' probably the 
sheriff and bis posse, besieged the convcnt and entirely prevented the in- 
troduction of ony kind of victual. The Friars, jielding to bunger and 
thirst, abandoned their house, al! eicept three or four ' vétérans,' who re- 
mained with IVeyland. The latter, finding that his frock would not pro- 
tect htm, ' maxime c.van cibaria non haberet,' reclothcd hîmaelf in his seculor 
garb, and surrendered himself to Robert Malet, by whom bc was lodged in 
the Tower of London. Being brougbt before the council, and amugned 
conceming the ■ treasons and félonies which he had committed against the 
king and the kingdom,' he wai) allowed bis choice — either to ahide the 
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judgment of tbe court, or to be adjudged to perpétuai imprisoninent, or to 
abjure the king's dominions for evermore. He submittcd to tlie last of 
thèse hard conditions ; and the port of Dover having becn assigned to bim, 
he journeyed thither faarefoot«cl, bareheaded, and carrying the cross in bis 
bands and pasaed tbe sea ; and ail bis lands, and ait his goods and cbattels, 
werc aeized by the kîng. And tbia Tkamas," continues the Monk of 
Dunstable, witb great exultation, " gave for law, that if any malefactor 
escaped from tlie hatids of thosc who had hitu iu ciistody be ehould bc 
puniâhed as a prison -break er. Moreover, he gave for law, that tbe seculor 
arm should withhold food from every malefactor fljing to tbe churcb for 
protection, if afler forty days elapsed be should refuse to abjure the kïng- 
dom, according to tho law. Et postea juïta illud Catonis ; Pattre Ugem 
r/unm ipae luleris, ipsemct secuiidum ipsas leges graviter est punitus." AU 
the other justices of tbe lower bench, the chief juâtice of the upper bencb, 
tbe clerk or master of ihe roUs, and many otbcra, wcre thrown into tbe 
dungeons of the Tower, from whence they were released upon payment of 
very large fines. According to a document, intitled " Summa Pectuiiœ de 
Justiciariis Régis per Ilegem extorta" (MS. Cotl. Claud. E. viii. p, 260), 
Radulpkus de Uengham, chief justice of the upper bench, paid eight 
thousand pounda i Johannesde Lovetot, tbree thoiisand pounds ; Wil/elmus 
de Srumpton, six tbousaud pounds ; Rogerut de LeJ/cestre, one thousand 
marks (the three lastwere tbe fellows of Tkojnas rfe Weyland) ; Solamon 
de Roff"! chief justice in eyre, four thousand marks ; Jiirhardvs de Boylond, 
four tbousond marks ; Thomas de Sodintone, two thousand marks ; Ro- 
bertut de Preston, one thousand marks — ail justices in eyre ; Robertus de 
Litlehury, clerk of tbe rolh, " qui minimus ceusebatur," one thousand 
marks ; Willeîmus de Saham, justice in eyre, though entJrely innocent, 
" in quo dolus aeu fraus non est inventus," paid tbree thousand marks to 
conciliatc the king. Tbe heavicst punisbment was inflicted upon Adam de 
Stratton, baron of tbe escbequer, who was accused or convicled of murder, 
treason, and sorccry, and, aflcr a long imprisonment in tbe Tower, was 
deprived of ail bis lay-fee, fined tbirty-four thousand marks, and despoiled of 
jenela wîthout number, wbicb were found iu bis possession, and valued (ac- 
cording toCott.MS. Faust. A. viii.f. 173) at thirty thousand marks sterling. 
His manors of Halingbury, Widford, Cowyk, Uptou, and Richmond, were 
gronted by tbe king to the monastery of Bermondsey. (Annals of Ber- 
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mondsey, MS. flarl. 231, f. 45K) Tbe parliament in which thèse tranuc- 
tÎDDB took place, is stated in the MS. (Claud. E. viii.) to hâve continued 
from the morrow of the Circumcision to Sunday next after the feast of St. Va- 
Icntine. The amerciaments imposed upon the justices are stated with some 
variations by the différent authoritics. (See also Stowe's Chron. p. 204.) 
WgytantTt adventures are given from the Chronicle of Duuataple : and 
the writer of the laticr had a better opportunity of becoming acijuainted 
nitb the facts than was usually the case with the monastic chroniclers, 
inasmuch aa the prior was présent, he havîng preferred a comploint before 
the king'H council againat Ricardtu de Boyland. The tradition respecting 
the application of the fine imposed upon Hengham is well known. Thèse 
détails hâve been given on account of the very singular illuatratïons which 
they afford of the character and juriapradence of tbe âge. (Chron. de 
Dunataple, pp. 575, 579. — Wikes, pp. 118. 120. — Annales Waverlienses, 
p. 241— Triveti Annales, p. 266 — MS. Add. 5444, f. 100.) A song on 
the venality of the judgcs is printed în Wright's Folitical Songs, p. 224, 
pubUshed by the Camden Sociely. This aong, Mr. Wright observes, gives 
a strong picture of the eitortiona coraniitted at thb period of our history 
upon the weak and defenceless by the mogistrates and the officers con- 
nected wïth the courts of Inw. 
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P. 24. It appeara tbnt Turberiillc. who had been takcn prisoncr by the 
Frenth, waa induced to act os their apy, and waa aent over by theni to aacer- 
tain the state of affaira iu England. l'or the performance of bis contract ho 
made horaage to the wardcn of Paris and gave him hi» two sona as hostages. 
He was also swam upon a book, and a deed was also drawn up, by which 
) value of ;£100. On his arrivai at 
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London he pretended that he Ii&d escapcd from prison, and uratrived to 
Bcqoire much insight into thc intcDtions of Edward in regard to forei^ 
arrangements. At his instigation the king of France tuade several attempts 
to ÎDvude Engtand. A fleet of 300 vessels beïng afifiemliled, the enemy 
first allacked Hythe, where ihey «ère defealed nith great losB. On the 
feast of St. Peter ad Vincula (1 Ang.) Ihey landed al Dover, whicb ihey 
bumt in part, and carried off many prisoners ; and they repeated thwr 
déprédations in other parts of the icingdom. (MS. Bibl. Egerton, 650, 
f. 37. Matthew of Westminster, 424, 425. Wright'a Polilical Songa, p. 
278. HcmiDgford, 58. Chron. Dunst. 642.) The following ia a eopy of 
the letter (from the contemporaneous chronicle of Bartholoniew de Cotton, 
MS. Cott. Nero, C. v. f. 240) which he addressed, accordîng to some ac- 
counts, to thc king of France, detailing the slate of England and his own 
procpedings, which being intercepted, or given up by the emistary whom 
he employed, he met ihe panishment due to his treason, and his two sons 
that were given os hostages to the warden of Paris were beheaded. It is 
introduced by the following narrative : 

" Eodem anno (129â) quidam miles, nomine Thomas Turbevïle, captus 
a Francis in obsidione de Reims, et deteutus in carcere dicti rcgis Franû», 
venit in Angliam proditiose, se dicena evasisse de carcere dicti régis 
Francis, qui bénigne fiiit susceptus a domino rege Angli» et mullum bono- 
ratus. Sed cum aUquantulum stetisset in curia domini régis Angliœ ante- 
dicti, Toluit misissc quandam Utteram régi Francis ; nuncius ejuadem eandem 
domino régi Angliœ detulit, domini sui proditîonem seriadm indicani et 
expandena, quod proditor protendens fugit, sed paulo post captus eeU* 
Ténor Utl^rœ sus proditionis talis fuit. 

" A noble béer e seynur provoat de Paris, syre duz, le seon home lige 
de ses meyns al boys de vicïens, saluE. Cher syre, sachez ke jo suy venuz

According to tlie Eame MS. (f. Ù4Ï). Thomas de Turbenrille wu tmken 
on the Saturday preceding tbe fnst of St. ^Hchael, and condncted lo the 
Tower of London, and on the Satorday next after the feast of St. Fahh 
reTOTed his sentence, and depaned the Tower in mauner following : —

TIBPOnT OF THE AUOITOaS, 

We further report to the Society that, the Treaaurer having acted upon 
the authority given to him at the last gênerai meeting, to invest the com- 
positions from time to time when it was found convenient so to do, three 
purchases of stock hâve been made during the past year, by which the 
sum standing in the names of the Trustées for the Society lias been in- 
creased to £739. 13s. Id. three per cent, consols. This addition to the 
permanent funds of the Society has been made during a year in which the 
Council hâve printed more than haa been printed in any former year, and 
the whole expenaes of the Society bave been, from the nature of the works 
lately lasued and those now in progress, unusually hea\-y. 

The Treaaurer and the Secretary hâve reported to us that considérable 
diffîculty is stiU found in the collection of the annual subscription, more 
especially in places at a distance frora the metropoUs. Upon this subject 
we would reiterate the recoinmendation of previous Auditors, that, when- 
ever practicable, the mcmbers should make arrangements for the punctual 
and continued payment of their subscriptions by the adoption of the 
chèque upon their bankers,* or sucb other means as may be most con- 
venient to them. It ia so obviously necessary for the welfare and even for 
the existence of the Society that its revenue should not be allowed to get 
into arrear, that ail persons who take an interest in its success should 
endeavour to aasist its officers in tliia particular by every means in their 
pover.

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LAWS OF THE CAMDEN SOCIETY. 

I. TnAT the Society shall be entitled " Tue Camden Society, for the 
Publication of Early Historical and Literary Remains." 

II. Tbat the objecta of the Society sliall be, First, the publication of 
inedited Manuscripts ; Second, the reprinting of Works of sufficieiit rarity 
and importance to maVe Reprints désirable ; and Third, the publication of 
Translations of Historical Works not previously rendercd into Engtish. 

m. That the Society shall consist of One Thousand Two Hundred 
Members, being Subscribers of One Pound annually ; such Subscription to 
be paid in advance, on or before the first day of May in every year. 

IV. That the management of the affairs of the Society shall be vested in 
a Président and a Council consisting of fifteen Members, which Président 
and Council sliall be elected annually by the Society at large, at a General 
Meeting to be held on the 2nd day of May, being the Anniversar)- of Cam- 
den's birtb j or on tbe Monday following, when the lind of May shall 
happe n to fall upon a Sunday. 

V. That the Président and Council shall, from amongst their own body, 
elect a Director, who shall act as Chairman of the Council, in the absence 
of the Président, and also a Treasurer, and a Secretary. 

VI. That the Accompts of the Receipts and Ëxpenditure of the Society 
shall be audited annually by tliree Auditors, to be elected at the General 
Meetings, and that tbe Report of the Auditors, with an Abstract of the 
Accompts, shall be pubhshed. 

VIL That the name? of Members proposed to be elected as Président, 
Council, and Auditors, shall be transmitted by the proposers to the Secre- 
tary, one fortnjght before the General Meeting, and that notice of the 
persons so proposed shatl be forwarded by the Secretary one week before 
the General Meeting, to ail the Members residing within the liuiits of the 
Twopenny Post, and to ail otber Members who shall, in writîng, request 
to receive the same. 

VIII. Tliat no Member shall be entitled to vote at any General 
Meeting whose Subscription is in arrear. 

IX. That in every year one-fifth in number of the Council of the year 
preceding shall be inéligible for re-election ; and that in case any Member 
of tbe Council shall not attend more than one-third of the number of 
Meetings of tbe Council, such Member sball be considered to be one of 
the retiring Members. 

X. That in the absence of the Président and Director, the Council at 
their Meetings shall elect a Chairman, who shall hâve a casting vote in

case of equality of iiumbers, and shall also retain his right to vote upon 
ail questions submitted to the Council. 

XI. That the Funds of the Society sliall be disbursed in payment of 
necessary expenses incident to the production of the Works of the Society, 
and that ail other expenses shall be avoided as much as possible, 

XII. That, aft«r the Members of the Society shall hâve reached One 
Thousaad Two Ilundred, vacancies in that number shall be filled up by the 
Council, from time to time as they occur. 

XIII. That every Meniber not in arrear of his Annual Subscription, 
shall be entitled to One Copy of every Work pubhshed by the Society 
du ring that year. 

XIV. That the Members shall be invited to contribute or recommend 
Works for publication. 

XV. That Editors of Works printed by the Society shall be entitled to 
Twenty Copies of the AVorks they edit. 

XVI. That the Council shall détermine what number of copies of each 
Work shall be printed, and that the copies over and above those required 
by the Members shall be sold in such manner, and at such priées, as shall 
be fixed by the Council, the proceeds being carried to the account of the 
Society. 

XVII. That the Publications of the Society shall ail form separate and 
distinct Works, without any other connexion than that which must neces- 
aarily exiat between the volumes of such Works as consist of sevend 
Volumes, 

XVIII. That any Member of the Society may ftt any time compound 
for his future Annual Subscriptions, by payment of £10 over and above 
his Subscription for the current year. 

XIX. That every Member of the Sodety who shall intimate to the 
Council his désire to withdraw from the same, or who shall not pay hîa. 
Subscription for the current year within three Months after his Election, 
or after such Subscription shall hâve become due, shall thereupon cease to 
be a Member of the Society. 

XX. That the Council may appoint Local Secretaries in such places, 
and with such authorities as to them shall seem expédient ; every Local 
Secretary being a Member of the Society. 

XXI. That no altération shall be made in thèse Laws, except at a 
General Meeting, nor then, unless One Month's notice of any altération 
intended to be proposed at such Meeting shall bave been given in writing 
to the Secretary.
